cesses are accounted for. We have often traced the special circumstances which 
contributed in the coursa of a lonz aad evoatful history to develop 
the brilliancy of Jewish talents.

All the spiritual movements in hamanity can be traced back either to the Jews 
or to the Greeks, and the slightest addition to our knowledge of their contact 


and mutual influence is of value. It was an old contention of Josephus and of | 


theearly Fathers of the Church that Pythagorus and Plato had Jearned their 
lofty doctrines from the Jews, and aresult like that reached by Dr. Behrend 
would serve to prove the possibility of such an influci.ce. On the other hand it 
would be useless to attempt to prove any influence of Greece on Jutaa before 
the fifth century, since that highly complex product, Greek culture, did not 
bloom till that period. Dr. Behrend remarks at the end of his letter, that it 


is altogether a mistaken idea to consider the Jews a8 an isolated people since 


they resided on the great highw ay between Assyria and Egypt, and influenced 
and were influenced by both. The debt of Judaism to either Egyptian mysti 
cism or Assyrian polytheism has not yet been shown to be of great importance.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN BOARD SCHOOLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—On behalf of the Jewish Aesociation for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge, I beg that you will kindiy permit me to place before your readers 
the following facts. For some years past the Association has, besides its ordinary 
work, undertaken the religious instruction of the Jewish children attending the 
Board School in Old Castle Street, Whitechapel. Lessons, extending in the 


aggregate over four hours every week, are given to nearly 800 Jewish children 
_atiending that school, the number of teachers employed for this work being 14. - 


Failing the instruction thus afforded by the Association, this large number of 
Jewish children would be destitute of Religious and Hebrew education. The 
Association has a'eo, for some years, by means of a considerable annual grant, 


rubsidized the religious instruction enpplied by a local Committee to the 120 


Jewish children attending the Board School in. Olga Road, Old Ford. cog 

For along period the Association has found it difficult to obtain the requisite 
funds for carrying on these duties and its ordinary work. Its annual income 
from subscriptions does not exceed £142, and the additional considerable expen- 
diture ha’ only been met by the liberality of a very few appreciative friends of 
the mestitution, who have frequently coutributed large donations for the purpose 
of rt ving it from ade it | 

But a new and important demand has lately been made upon the 
Asseciation, which the Committee do not feel justified in, and would 
indeed be iucapacitate] from, meeting, unless they can first place the 


Snancial alfairs of the institution on a more satisfactory footing. In the Board 
School recently established. in’ Gloucester Street, Commercial Road, situated 


about a mile fram the Old Castle Strect School,there are now 470 Jewish children 
absolutely destitute of religious instruction, The managers of that school are 
ot inclined to interfere with the religions teaching of these children, ner would 
the Law permit any such interference ; but fecling the responsibility attaching 
to their position, they have asked the Asssciation to do the same for their eck ool 
as it has done for the Old Castle Street School,so as to prevent these 470 children 
from being brought up as pagaus—a condition of things which, if suffered to 


continue, would coustitute a serious reproach to our community. 


‘Lhe Committee of the Association feél that, with a due regard to its name, 
its traditions, aud the purpose of its existence, they cannot resist such a claim to 
arsisfance, and they are convinced that the Jewisa pudlic will gladly lend its 
aid to a work eo necessary and s0 praiseworthy, aud will provide the pecuniary 


means to enable the Asseciation to carry ont this communal duty, The ordiuary 
eperation of the Klementary Education Act, which establishes compulsory 
education, has, and will contnue to have, the effeer of setting up in every 
London district non sectarian schools, which, to the Jews attending them, are 


practically godless scuocis.

Notwithstanding Dr, Strauss’s formidable array of authoritics, we maintain the stibstantial - 
accuracy of our remarks. A reference to our note will show that we cited the Talmudical Jaw as 
only allowing the use of the vernacular in cases in which the prayers “ are not understood in 
Hebrew.” This Dr, Strauss himself coneedes. We further contended that this provision did not 
apply to Bradford, where, as Dr, Strauss informs us, Hebrew 18 SO much better taught than in most 
communities. The distinction we drew between puodlic and private prayer followed as the logical 
sequence of this law, inasmuch as ignorance of Hebrew must nearly always bé individual and not 
congregationual, so that Rashi's remark, though just as a generalization has 
no practical application.

The word 9D has been tubjected to a great variety of explanations, but the — 


true meaning of the word is anything but clear. In rome places it seems to be a 
sigbification of time, in others to be closely united to the context; again, in some 
places. it seems to be a musical term, in others it appears to be a pause where yocal 
music should cease and instramental begin, To ascertain clearly the meaning of 
the word is almost impossible on account of the many theories which have been 
formed by most celebrated commentators. It is therefore very important to give a 
short explanation to the word ; some light, perhaps, might be thrown by one of 
your learned correspondents, 

The Targumim, almost in every case, render this word j%)9)9, “eternally,” un- 


doubtedly following the Talmud, which considers the three words DAYS as 


synonymous (Erubim 54 a). Aben [Ezra (on Psalm iii ) with good reason. rejects this 
translation as artificial and untenable, being in several instances opposed to sense, 


and in others entirely redundant (comp. Py. Ixxvii. 16, and Ixxxix. 5). but expresses - 
his own opinion that it was originally a word to signify emphasis. Kimchi (Lexicon. 


sub verbo), while admitting it to have no special meaning at all in connection with 
the sense of the verse where the Word is used, explains it as marking the place where 
the voice has to be raised. The Massorites joined the word with the context of the verse 


with which it stands, apparently understanding it as equivalent to }y>y5 of the 


Targumim. The translation didpsalma of the Septuagint Ixx.,and various other 
Greek translators, rather increases the difficulty, principally because tie difference 


of opinion which exists as to the exact meaning of the word, which is certainly not

- The same diversity of opinions exists among the. greatest modern commentators 
on the Bible. Gesenius, thinking that by considering the etymology of the word

The original structure was destroyed, it is said, at the sacking of Ecbatana by 


- Timour, and after that disastrous event, the present unobtrusive building was 


erected on the ancient spot, at the expense of several devout Jews ; and about the 
end of the seventeenth century it was fully repaired by a rabbi of the name of 
Ishmael. It is a small square building of brick, having the appearance of a mosque, 
It is said to be in a frail state, and requiring another repair, — 


turning on its own pivot from one side. On passing through the little portal, the — 


several rabbis, some of which may contain the bodies of the first rebuilders of the — 


tomb after the destruction of the original one by Timour. A second floor of very_ 
confined dimensions is at the end of this vestibule, by which the entrance is made 


on hands and knees into a large apartment, and under the concave stand two sarco-— 
phagi made of very dark wood, curiously and richly carved with a line of Hebrew 
inscription running round the upper ledge of each.” Other inscriptions in the same 
language are cut on the walls, while one of the oldest antiquity, engraved on a white 
marble slals, is let into the wall itself, This slab is traditionally alleged to have been 
preserved from the ruins of the edifice destroyed by Timour, with the sarcgphagi in 
the same dedicated spot. In an account of the ‘travels of Sir R. H. Porter, we read 
that that illustrious traveller was fortunate enough to. procure translations of these. 
venerable and ancient inseriptions. The: first of these is a Hebrew one, on the 
marble slab in the sepulchre of Hsther and Mordecai, which is as follows “ Mordecai, 
beloved and honoured bya king, was great and good, His garments were as those 
of a sovereign, Ahasnerus covered him with his rich dress, and also placed a gelden 
chain reund his neck, ‘This city of Susa (or. Shushan) rejoiced at his honeur, and 
his high fortune because of the glory of the Jows.”’ | 

This entirely agrees with the early custom common with the Persian monarchs 
of investing their ministers and favourites with splendid robes, golden chains, aud 
other ornaments—a custom which is still observed in’ Persia when marks of favour - 
or distinction are conferred ; and as Xenophon informs us that. death would be ttre 
punishment of any noble, however illustrious, who dared to assume to himself the 
royal mixture of purple and white, we may easily infer the peculiar honour bestowed 
on Mordecai.

to our admiration, Lord Beaconsrreco in religious matters was a Christian 
of a rather High Church type: it is no use to shirk the fact. It is rather 
worth while to examine its cause and to discuss its consequences. 
Lord was not a Jew in ‘faith because his father, 


Isaac D'Isratur, did not bring him up in his ancestral belief. The unfor- 


tunate disagreement with the Mahamad of the Portuguese Jewa, which 
caused the retirement of Isaac D’'Isearti from the communion of English 
Jews, was ipso fucto the cause of Buensamin D'Isragcr being baptised and 
thus becoming eligible for a seat in the English Parliament. The history 
of English Judaism subsequent to that event has tended to prove that Isaac 
D'Isracci was right in protesting against the manner of administering the 
affairs of the synagogue in the early years of this century. tis, therefore, 
in the main their own fault if English Jews have lost the services of 
in their midst. The moral is tolerably obvious, yet 
scarcely needed at the present day. Narrow-minded adherence to obsolete 
rules will only tend to send the most cultured members of the community 
out of the pale of Jadaism. 

It is an interesting but by no means an agreeable task to have to 
enumerate the names of eminent English Jews who have lapsed from the 
faith of their fathers, cither from dissatisfaction with the mode of worship 
once current among us, or from a desire to escape the social stizma and 
political disabilities which, till recently, accompanted the name of Jew, 
Basevi, the eminent architect of the Brighten Pavilion and the Fitzwilliam 
Museum at Cambridge, left with his brother-in-law Davin 
Ricanpo was anotner loss which removed very great ability from our midst. 
The Uzziennis, the Nimenss, the Lorez, the Bervats, Joun 
the father af Conntess rave, the father of the 
Solicitor-General, and Wourr, the father of Sie AH.

TRE EARTHQUAKE AT CHIO. 


— 


[ROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
In my last letter I promised to give your readers an account of the efforts 


which the Jews in Smyrna are making to improve the education of the J ewish 


youth, M. Pariente, director of the schools of the Alliance Israélite in Smyrna, — 
profited by his recent visit to Europe to interest our coreligionists in France and 

England in the institutions which he directs. He was recoived with great 
cordiality by the Central Committee of the Alliance in Paris and by the Council - 


of the Anglo-Jewish Association in London, to whom he stated that the greatest 


standing. 


noble little band in the execution of their difficult task. 


obstacle to the proper development of the Smyrna schools was the insufficiency of 
tho existing accommodation, and that about £4,000 were required for the con- 
struction of a large building capable of holding 1,000 pupils of both sexes. On 
its side the local community engaged itself to contribute towards the general 
expenses and to furnish the ground, which, considering the poverty of its 
resources, is a great deal. Subscriptions wero opened here, in Paris, and 
London ; at present upwards of £2,000 have been subscribed, and. it was 
hoped, by energetic perseverance, to obtain the £2,000 still required. The 
Local Committee, together with M. Pariente, have been actively occupied in 
purchasing the ground and in tho preparation of the plans for the building. 
Their labours were about to arrive ata happy termination, when there super- 
vened the catastrophe in the island of Chio, of which I now send you the full 
and sad details. | | 

On Sunday the 3rd inst., at about one o'clock in the afternoon, we hére at 
Smyrna felt a vioient shock as of an earthquake, which threw the entire city 
into the utmost consternation. Some hours later the local authorities received 
telegrams from Chio, announcing that that hitherto flourishing island was 
nothing more than a heap of ruins, so that the shock which so greatly alarmed 
us was but the result of a phenomenon which has cost the lives of several 
thousand victims, The same disaster had taken place in the town of Tchesme, 
situated on the littoral of Asia Minor and opposite Chio. As soon as the news 
spread throughout, Smyrna, M. Pariente telegraphed to a Jew in Chio, to 
ascortain whether his coreligionists, numbering about 350, had suffered to any 
considerable extent. The reply which did not arrive before the lapse of 24 
honrs confirmed our sad forebodings. Nearly 40 Jewish. persons had been 
buriedin the ruins and help was urgently demanded. A meeting attended by 
the Grand Rabbi and the Jowish notabilities of this city, was hastily convened 
and the Local Committee delegated M. Pariente to proceed to the scene of the 
catastrophe, fle took with him a body of workmen and a large quantity of food 
and other articles. The party, which I accompanied as a spectator, disembarked 
at Chio on Tuesday about midday. There was no time to be lost, for several 
persons were still alive in the ruins | 

The Jewish quarter in Chio is, or rather was, situated in the interior of the 
citadel, and consisted of a long narrow Jane. Not asingle house now remains 
Undaunted by the dangers to which he was exposed in so perilous 
a situation, M. Pariente with his body of assistants immediately set about to 


organize help, and they bad the satisfaction of disinterring four living persons, - 
amongst them being a little girl, aged three years and named Blanco, who was |

sound of subterranean thonder, and the impression it created was so strong that 
several wounded persons who had been surgically treated during the day, fell down 
dead in their fright.

It was heartrending and 
edifying at the same time, for it isin such circumstances that we perceive the

I closo these hurriedly written lines, whilst still under the impression of 
the stirring scenes of which I was a deeply moved spectator, by rendering due 
homage to the spirit of charity and solidarity of whica the Jews of Smyrna havo 
given proofs under the present sad circumstances, All our benevolent societics 
rival each other in their efforts to help tho unfortunate suffercrs, but their 
resources are well nigh exhausted, and I ask what is to become of the 
numerous victims of the catastrophe. More than 300 persons will be left on the 
hands of the Smyrna Community for several months, for neither Chio nor 
‘Tchesmé can be restored for a considerable time to come. The Central Oom-

‘of one who, albeit born a Jew, lived and died in an alien faith. But who is there that 
has studied the career, the writings and utterances of Benjamin Disraeli, Earl of | 
Beaconsfield, who dare class him among the common herd of those who abjure their — 
ancestral faith? We must ever deplore the fact that he did not remain within, or . 


return to the fold of our religious communion. Yet, at the same time we must 
readily acknowledge that he never spoke or acted like a renegade vilifying the faith 
he had foreaken, or contemning the stock whence he had sprung. Never was Jew 
that diecourred in more glowing terms of the greatness of our race. No Israelite has 
borne more fervent testimony to the sublimity of the religion by which the Hebrew 
was sustained amid all his persecutions, No one could have -uttered more persuasive 
words, or adopted wiser measures, to remove restrictions from which both we, in this 
land, and our brethren in the East were suffering, We surely cannot refuse our 
meed of admiration to him | 
“ Who breaks bis birth’s invidious bar 
And grasps the skirts of bappy chance 
And breasts the blows of circumstance.” 

We cannot but record our gratitude to him who so faithfully served his country, 
whose name will be inscribed on the deathless roll consecrated by England's greatest 
rons, It is a sore loss toour country to be deprived of the wise counsels of so able a 
statesman, yet is there much comfort in the thought that he has entered into the 
“ world of truth’ in the fulness of years, dowered with all the honours which a 
grateful Sovereign could bestow, enjoying the recognition both of friends and poli- 

The Rev. Professor Marks preaching at the synagogue in Upper Berkeley Street 
on the destiny of the Jewish race, observed that though the distinguished s.atesman 
who had just parsed away was, by force of circumstances over which he had no 
control, driven in his childhood from the ancestral pale of faith, still it was scarcely 
possible to contemplate his life and to read his works without arriving at the con- 
clusion that up to the last he was susceptible of a pleasurable sentiment at having 
Leen born of the race invested with so holy a mission, and for which so great a 
future lay in store. | | 

During the service at the Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street, on Sabbath 
last, the Rev. A. L. Green spoke of the death of Lord Beaconsfield as a great 
national misfortune. -The whole civilised world, he said, was deploring, as all 
English persons did with all their hearts, as loyal subjects of the Queen, the death 
of one of the foremost statesmen in the world, who in his life followed the greatest 
teaching of their faith in its relation to mankind. Whatever might be the condition 
of Jews, although they might be degraded politically, they could not be demoralized, 
There was no instance of any’man, a Jew, ever having joined a revolutionary party 
in any State in which he happened to live. however much they had been deprived 
of, their political rights and the rights of common justice. Some of the most able 
statesmen whom the world had produced had been Jews. Even with all the bigotry 
of Ferdinand and Isabel'a, the only man capable of conducting the affairs of State. 
was aJew. Lhen avain there were the cases of Crémieux iu Pinus and Lasker in 
Germany. He wished with all his heart that they could have numbered Benjamin 
Divraeli as an adhering member of their faith, but it was not his fault that he was 
not eo, but the fault of his family. They could not but think of the genius of the 
man who, a Jew, with all the prejudices which existed against Jews forty yeara ago, 
had succeeded in fighting, by the powerful strength of his genius alone, his way to 
the leadership not of a Radical party—he did not desire to speak politically—but of 
a Conservative party of this great Conservative country. There was scarcely a 
parallel instance to be found anywhere. Thanks to Sir David Salomons and Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild, the avenues to political power were now open to Jewa; and 
here they had had an instance of what the Jew could do. The Master of the Rolls 
was an earnest Jew, and he was none the less a good judge. They mourned as Jews 
and as Englishmen the Joss which the nation had sustained, in the belief that they 
would never find minister or public servant more upright andtrue than was the late 
Benjamin Disraeli. That was the name they loved better even than the higher 
title of Lord Beaconsfield, and the career-which had now closed might well be 
pointed to as. an example to be followed.

no mean order. If proof had been wanting during his active career to show to how 
great a degree he was respected and loved by the British people, surely the most 
sceptical must be silenced after the overwhelming tribute of respect and sympathy 
offered during his illness. Let us, as Jews, not forget our duty, let us not 
be behindhand in expressing at the hour of death our grateful feelings to 
the memory of one who never lost an opportunity, both by his tongue as by his pen, | 
of raising the character of the Jew in the eyes of the world: evidently never forget. 
ting the debt he owed the religion in which he was born, never forgetting that— 
whatever the form of his creed—there was yet running through his veins the blood 
of the Israelite. 

The Rev. J. Polack, in the course of his sermon at the synagogue, Prince's Road, 
Liverpool, on the Seventh Day of Passover, referred to the deceased peer. He 
said it would be foreign to the sanctity and joyous character of the festival to make 
that occasion an opportunity for delivering an oration on the death of a great man: 
but he should be ill discharging his duty, and should be dead to the thoughts which 
were uppermost in the minds of the whole community, were he not to allude that 
day to the event which had produced so profound a sensation throughout the whole 
world. There were many among them who would have been glad to exclaim. “ Verily 
a great man has fallen this day in Israel;’’ but if they could not claim him in the 
flesh, all must acknowledge how his sympathies flowed to the race of which he was 
by descent a noble example. To estimate his character. was beyond the limits of the 
preacher's task ; but if there is one trait that strikes us more than another, in a 
rough review of his life's work, it is his indomitable energy, his wonderful determin- 
ation of purpose. which enabled him tosurmount all obstacles ‘His first appearance 
in literature was greeted with derision ; yet he lived to see his works read with eager 
avidity. When he gave his first speech in Parliament, he was laughed to his seat : 
now it will be difficult to find a substitute. Even his bitterest foes will freely admit 
that his presence in Parliament added glory to its fame. 

The Rev. Dr. Stern, minister of the Hope Plave Synagogue, Liverpool, in preach- 
ing on the subject of ‘ Immortality.” on the last day of Passover, at the ciose of his 
sermon said : In conclusion, my brethren, let me refer to the sad bereavement this 
country has sustained in the demise of one of its greatest and most illustrious states- 
men, the late Earl of Beaconsfield. We Jews have a special reason to mourn for his 
loss, not merely hecause he was a scion and descendant of our ancient race, but also 
because he was a warm friend and a staunch advocate of its human rights and 
privileges, which had been withheld from them fora long period. He always took 
up our cause by word and deed, and was a zealous worker and promoter of that 
memorable Act of Parliament which put the professors of our holy religion, the faith 
in the one and only God, on an equal footing with their non-Jewish brethren. to 
share with them the rights and immunities of legislating on the welfare and pros- 
perity of this blessed country. His name will be engraved with indelible traits in 
the heart of our beloved Queen, the Royal Family, and in the hearts of all the 
inhabitanta of this land, without distinction of creed and race. He will ever live in 
the annals of the history of the United Kingdom, as well as in those of the whole 
civilized world. “ May his soul be bound up in the bundle of life, and everlasting 
peace and bliss be with him. Blessed be the memory of the righteous.’ Amen! 

On Saturday, at the Edinburgh Synagogue, the following prayer was offered up 
by the Rev, J. Furst, minister of the congregation : “ Thou, O Lord of mercy and 
loving kindness, in Thy hand is the soul of every living thing, and the breath of all 
flesh ; Thou killest and makest alive, Thou bringest down to the grave and bringest 
up again. We offer our supplication unt Thee on behalf of our brother, Benjamin 
Disraeli, the Earl of Beaconsfield, who has been gathered unto his people. 0 Lord, 
have mercy upon him ; pardon his transgressions, for there is not a just person upon” 
the earth who docth good and sinneth not; remember unto himthe meritorious and: 
benevolent deeds of his life, and grant him his recompense. Take his soul into Thy 
keeping, show him the path of life, fulness of joy in Thy presence, pleasure for ever- — 
more at Thy right hand, Vouchsafe unto him the happiness Thou hast treasured up 
for the just, even as it is written. O Lord, how great is Thy goodness, which Thou _ 
hast Jaid up for those that fear Thee, which Thou hast wrought for those that trust _ 
in Thee before the sons of men!
